The  cotton  area  in  "Z^/pt  for  1922  is  reported  to  "be  nearly  200,000 
acres  more  than  the  cotton  ^.rea  last  year. 

The  area  of  cotton  in  India  this  year  including  the  sowings  up  to 
August,  is  estimated  to  he  slightly  increased  over  the  estimate  of  the  same 
date  last  year. 

The  production  of  all  classes  of  fruits  and  nuts  in  Italy  in  1921  was 
less  than  in  1920.     T>ie  greatest  decrease  was  in  the  case  of  chestnuts  a 
reduction  of  54-0  million  poionds.    The  production  of  corn,  peas  and  beans  was 
greater  in  192.1  than  in  1920.     The  yield  of  hay  was  slightly  less  in  1921 
than  in  1920. 

According  to  the  final  official  estimate  the  production  of  sugar  heets 
in  Italy  in  192I  was  about  600,000  short  tons  greater  than  the  yield  of  I92O. 

Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  up  to  July  1  was  reported  to  be  73,000  tons 
in  excess  of  the  output  up  to  the  same  date  last  year.

Bacon 
production  was  more  fluct-uating  but  in  1920  was  about  I70  per  cent  greater 
than  in  I915, 

Live  stock  census  figures  for  the  provinces  of  Buenos  Aires  and  Entre 
Rios  in  Argentina  give  some  indication  that  there  may  have  been  a  shift  in 
the  sheep  industry  of  Argentina  since  the  national  census  was  taken  m  191^. 

The  prices  of  agricultural  products  in  England  in  general  have  been 
lower  in  the  first  six  months  of  1922  than  the  corresponding  period  of  1921. 
Prices  of  fat  sheep  and  poultry  for  June  1922  were  much'  higher  in  proportion 
to  prices  ruling  in  June  for  the  years  1911-13  than  other  agidcultural^  com- 
modities.    Prices  of  eggs  and  milk  have  decreased  to  a  mach  greater  extent 
from  January  to  June,  1922,  than  could  be  accouiitea  for  by  the  seasonal  fluc- 
tuation.
